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City Electric Rates To Increase 
By 15 Per Cent August 1 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board had a meeting 
scheduled for 3:30 Wednesday 
afternoon, after press time, to 
discuss an immediate increase 
in the local electric rates. 

Chairman Charles Hayes III 
said earlier Wednesday that he 
had been notified early Wednes~ 
day morning that the cost of 
electricity from Alabama Elec- 


tric Co-Op (AEC) would in- 
crease by 15% on the August 1 
billing. Hayes explained that 
this is an increase in the 
wholesale ‘‘pooling’’ rate with 
Alabama Power Company as 
approved by the Federal Power 
Commission in Washington. 
This 15% increase is an 
interim rate and could vary 
up or down two or three per- 


cent after the true pooling rate 
is established, 

Hayes said this increase 
would mean a minimum 
$15,000 increase in the cost of 
electricity purchased by the 
Board. He noted that some 
months now, expenses exceed 


income, but the rate increase 
was postponed until this new 


rate could be established, thus 
limiting the increases to on- 
ly one instead of several a 
year. 

While the action to be taken 
by the board was unknown as 
this article was being written, 
the economics of the situation 
leaves little question as to 
what will be the end results 
of the afternoon meeting. 


Local Political Scene Is 
Crowded With Hopefuls 


Local politics will be com- 
-peting with statewide politics 
on September 5 when the 
yoters are: asked to select 
Democratic and Republican 
nominees for various local, 
state and national offices. The 
figure varies due to overlapping 
districts within counties, but 
most voters will have approxi- 
mately 100 names staring them 
in the face on election day. 
This is after the unopposed 
candidates have, by law, been 
omitted from the primary bal- 
lots. About 25% of these are 
Coffee County candidates and 
the balance are multi-county 
or state-at-large candidates. 

Leading the field locally is 
the five men seeking the office 
of sheriff. Incumbent Neil 
Grantham is opposed by new- 
comer Bob Brown of Enter- 
prise, former deputy Don 
Rayford, and two candidates 
that opposed him four years 
ago ~ Bill Waldon of Elba, 


‘and Charlie Webb of Enter- 


prise. 


‘Tax Collector Max Reeves 
is not seeking re-election and 
three candidates are after his 
office, Milfred Head an- 
nounced several months ago 
he was a candidate, and Danny 
Watkins of Enterprise, and 
Ronnie Burns of New Brock- 
ton qualified during the last 
week before the deadline. The 
other candidates qualified but 
withdrew within a few days - 
Matt Matthews and Rex Bryan, 
both of Elba. 

W. T. ‘‘Mac’’ McKinney was 
appointed by Governor Wallace 
to fill an.unexpired term of 
Fred Donaldson, andis seek- 
ing election in his own right. 
He is opposed by Linda 
Henderson Drinkwater. Both 
candidates live in Enterprise. 


The race for coroner of the 
Elba division drew two candi- 
dates with incumbent Marvin 
Mellwain being opposed by 
Hiram Glass. In the Enter- 
prise division incumbent Danny 
Bradley is opposed by a medi- 
cal doctor, James F. Paulk. 
It is highly unusual for mem- 
bers of the medical profession 
to enter this race, especially 
in Alabama where no laws call 
for trained medical people to 
hold this office. The pay is 
almost nothing, with gas mile- 
age to death scenes being one 
of the larger expenses of the 
office. 


Place four on the county 


school board has opened up 
another race with long-time 
incumbent W. R, Fuller being 
challenged by Ted Fillingim 
of Jack. This is the first time 
Fuller has ever had opposition 
for the office, 


Incumbent Jimmy Holley is 
unopposed for re-election to 
the Alabama House of Repre- 
sentatives, while former Sen- 
ator Wallace Miller of Enter- 
prise has two opponents’ in his 
quest to. serve a full four-year 
term jin the Alabama Senate. 


Nathan Mathis, chairman of 
the Houston County Commis- 
sion, and Nick Zorn of Florala, 
have both qualified for the

Senate seat also, 


Coffee County residents liv~ 
ing in the northern part of 
the county will choose from 
entirely different candidates in 
their selection of House and 
Senate officeholders. 


The list of candidates for 
membership on the Democratic 
Executive Committee is long;

the minimum membership that” 
has qualified, In Beat Ten,

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing of July 18 was probably the 
Shortest on record. The 
meeting was scheduled for 7 
p.m., but didn’t get underway 
until ten or fifteen minutes 
later, The meeting was over 
and adjourned by 7:40 with all 
the business completed. 

After the reading of the 
minutes, the council heard fol- 
low up reports on several pro- 
jects. A request from Ed Gul- 
lion on a sewer line project 
was turned down by the coun- 
cil when Councilman Cleo Haw- 
kins reported the entire pro-. 
ject would be on private prop- 
erty. Police Chief Johnston 
responded to an inquiry about 
a dog problem discussed at the 
previous meeting. He said the 
case had not been settled and 
was going to court. Hastin 
Blair had complained that a 
neighbor's dog was causing his 
wife trouble, 

An adjustment was made 
in the pay schedule adopted last 
week when it was discovered 
that one employee was getting 
ten cents an hour more than 
others doing the same job. 

Another item carried for- 
ward from the last miceting was 
a requested rezoning from R-l 
to B-2 of some Troy Highway 
property owned by Carlton Ray. 
The council yoted unanimously 
on a mution by Hawkins not to 
rezone the property.

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County Commission To Set Work 


Priorities Within Districts 


The Coffee County Comini+ 
ssion met in regular session 
on Friday, July 14, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Couaty Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins ask that the commission 
Set-up a priority system for 
work to be done in each dis- 
trict, 

“The law that set-up the 
Unit System stated the court 
must set-up a priority sys- 
tem for new wark as well as 
for the wup-kdep-‘of the 
roads,’’ said Mullins. ‘‘I would 
like each commissioner to 
set-up a priority system for 
maintenance in their district. 
If the commissioners will set 
priorities in each district those 
- jobs will be done first, unless 
an emergency occurs that re- 
quires immediate attention,’’ 

“We want to do what you 
want done,’’ pledged Mullins. 

The commission discussed 
Mullins’ proposal and agreed 
to begin work on establishing 
a priority system in each dis- 
trict. 

The meeting, postponed from 
July 10, actually began at 10:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present. Present was Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, Clerk 
Brunease Winston, Engineer 
Leslie Mullins and Commi- 
ssioners Rex Boutwell, Gil- 
mer Grant, Jack Hornsby, Don 
Smith, Bennie Beckham and Max 
J, Reeves. 

The. day’s first order of 
business was to open bids on 
gasoline and oil to be used 
by the Highway Dept., Sheriffs 
Dept., and Landfill, Bids were 
received from the Chevron Oil 
Company and the Gulf Oil Co. 
mpany. After County Engineer 
Mullins inspected the bids, the 
Commission voted unanimously 
to accept the low bid from 
Gulf Oil, 

The commission also open- 
ed bids on an ervsion. control 
project on the Week’s Bridge 
Road. Bids were receivedfrom 
Couch Inc. = $57,700 and B.F. 
Williams = $34,547. The com- 
mission voted to reject both 
bids and authorized the engin- 
eer to correct the problem 
using rental equipment and 
county labor, 

Mr. Kenneth Ball, County 
Health Officer, addressed the 
commission, and stated an en- 
vironmental officer would begin 
patrolling the county and pick- 
ing up garbage along roads, 
If the litter contains the names 
of the violators, a warrant will 
be issued for their arrest. 
Ball also reported that the 
State Fire Marshall has ruled 
that the back door at the 
Health Office must be locked 
so it can be opened from in- 
side and outside. 

The commission voted to 
send out invitations to bid 
to the county’s two newspaper 
for publishing the voting list 
and supplemental voting list. 
The bids will be opened at the 
next regular meeting. The 
lists will be published on Aug. 
10 and Aug. 24. 

Probate Judge James L, 
Sawyer read a series of let- 
ters to the commission. The 
letters state: 

***Money is available to employ 
additional Senior Aid Workers; 
*the condition of several 
roads in the County were al- 
most impassable to postal car- 
riers, The letter, from the Elba 
Postmaster, stated that 3 roads 
were in extremely bad shape. 
They are (1) Johnson Road from 
U.S. 84 at McCall Store to 
S.L. Plant home, (2) James E. 
Twilley residence road be- 
low junction off Hwy. 141 and 
County Road 7, and (3) Manola 
Askew Road, behind Danford 
Grocery, at the Damascus Fire 
Tower. Thepostmaster’s letter 
stated the roads need work 
so the mail can be delivered. 
***A letter from the Alabama 
Energy Planning Board asked 
counties toimplement an Energy 
Savings Plan, Money is avail- 
able to implement the plan 
(50-50 Matching). 

*** A letter was also received 
asking that the’ flowing well at 


th Elba Courthouse 
paired, 

Mr. Edward L, Gulliuns, the 
head jailer at the County Jail, 
spoke to the commission and 
asked if it could do something 
abc aut the jailer’s pay. 

“Our pay just hasn't kept up 
with the rising costs,’’ stated 
Gullion, ‘We work 48- hours 
a week, but only get paid $475 
per month before deductions are 
made,’’ 

Gullion stated jailers at sur- 
rounding counties earn $109-159 
per month more than jailers in 
Coffee County, and asked for 
help. The commission told 
Gullion it would take his re- 
quest under consideration,

The Elba School Board voted recently that some school prop- 
erty was not for sale. Apparently an individual had asked 
to buy the land. This week we discovered an interesting 
fact about the property mentioned. It faces the Troy High- 
way and was part of the 1960 Urban Development Plan. The 
land was deeded to the school board FORSCHOOL PUR~ 
POSES ONLY until April 20, 1982! This can be altered, but 
several agencies must get involved before this can happen.

The only movie in Elba has been on the TUBE or the PTO 
movie shown on Saturday nights at the high school. Now the 
PTO movie has stopped for the summer due to the lack of 
interest. ._

The dry weather of the past 
few weeks made for a lot of 
dust and very little mud last 
Sunday. Although the irriga- 
tion system pumped water onto 
the track for three days prior

Something is happening to 
their heart muscle, too, and 
they had best stay physically 
inactive until at least two days 
after the disappearance of sym- 
ptoms.”’ 

According to Dr, Burch, the 
younger person, who is more 
likely to continue physical 
exertion while suffering a cold, 
is especially susceptible to 
heart damage. And the more 
severe the infection, the great- 
er the hazards, 

No extensive investigations 
on humans have yet been att- 


empted; and research to inflict. 
such damage on subjects is not 
likely. However, investigations 
of hearts-~ of persons wlio have 
died from respiratory viral in- 
fections--frequently show this 
finding under the electron mic- 
roscrope: million of particles 
resembling viruses within the 
heart tissue. Monkeys inject- 
ed with a cold virus consis- 
tently develop heart conditions 
within about four months. And 
rabbits develop heart damage 
about 35 percent of the time. 
But when they are subject to 
the virus and physical stress 
simultaneously, the incidence of 
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heart damage soars to 100 per- 
cent. 

Plenty of rest has been 
standard advice for cold suf- 
ferers. And avoiding heart 
damage may be one more 
reason to take it easy when 
suffering colds.

WEEDS 

Would you like for your 
buildings and fence rows to 
be free of weeds?  Tordon 
or Pramitol are excellent 
materials to use to control 
unwanted weeds and grasses 
around buildings.

After the pea pods begin to 
form, use Sevin instead of 
Toxaphene.

BOXED BEEF 

‘*Boxed Beef’’ may be a new 
term to you. It is simply 
more descriptive of the way 
grocers buy beaf than the 
way shoppers d). However, 
grocers’ buying practices do 
affect wiiat is available and 
the price consumers pay. 

As a change from market- 
ing whole beef carcasses, a 
packer may now market whole, 
boneless beef cuts (full ten- 
derloins for example). The 
cuts are vacuum-sealed and 
Shipped in heavy plastic box- 
es, hence the term ‘‘boxed 
beef.’’ 

Several advantages have: 
been reported for boxed beef 
marketing. It costs less to 
ship high quality boned beef 
cuts compared to whole car- 
casses. Also, less desirable 
beef cuts do not need to be 
Shipped at all into markets 
where they aren’t wanted. 

Boxed beef can be stored 
longer than a whole carcass 
of beef, Boxed beef mzy be 
stored up to 28 days, while 
carcass beef is usually stored 
for two to five days, and sel- 
dom more than ten.

Local Reserve Unit Plans 
For First Summer Camp 


Preparations are underway 
for the unit at the Army Re- 
serve Center in Elba to attend 
two weeks annual training this 
summer, According to Captain 
Joe Johnson, the Center com~ 
mander, this fulfills oné of the 
most important training mis- 
sions of the Army Reserve. 

Captain Johnson listed the 
unit as the 191st Maintenance 
Company. The. commander 
added that, for this unit, 
annual training will take place 
at an Army post where Re- 
servists will train with active 
Army countrparts. 

“For example, the 191st 
Maintenance Company will 
travel to Ft, Benning at Col- 
umbus, Georgia, where Re- 
servists will train directly 
with active Army members of 
the 598th Maintenance Com- 
pany. Such training will help 
establish uniformity and com- 
patibility among the three 
components that make up the 
total Army - the Active Com- 
ponent, the Army National 
‘Guard, and the Army Reserve,’’ 
the commander said, 

"This integrated training is 
part of the Total Army policy, 
a concept on which the Army 
bases its structure and readi- 
hess to respond to emergen- 
cies,’’ Captain Johnson said. 


The Center commander ex- 
plained that our nation’s de- 
fense rests not just on the 
shoulders of the Active Army, 
but also on those of the Re- 
serve components which have 
become the primary sourcé of 
reinforcement in the event of 
a future war. 

Statistics reveal that more 
than 65 percent of the total 
tactical support and 66 per- 
cent of the Army’s total medi- 
cal capability are in the Re- 
serve components. In terms 
of personnel and equipment, 
about half the Army’s combat 
power is now in the Army Re- 


serve and Army National 
Guard,’’ the commander went 
on to say. 


In emphasizing the im- 
portance of annual training, 
Captain Johnson said that these 
two weeks will provide the op- 
portunity to perform in a 
‘full-time’ Army environment, 
a condition not normally availe 
able to Reserve units during 
the 16 hours a month of drill 
periods. 

Captain Johnson concluded 
with the statement: ‘‘There is 
a morale factor here, too, 
which should not be over- 
looked, Boht the Reservists 
and active Army soldier will 
have the opportunity to eye- 


witness the proficiency of the 
other which can only help to 
establish an atmosphere of 
mutual respect.’’
